GUITEAU SENTENCED.

The Execution Appointed for June 30.

Wasnrxeroy, D. C,, Feb. 4. —Guitean
was again brought into court this morn-
ing, and the crowd was as great as ever,
The court overruled the motion for a new
trial, and sentenced the prisoner to be
hanged in the Washington jail, June 30,
between the hours of twelve, m., and two
p. m.

When Judge Cox ordered the prisoner
to stand up and asked if he had anything
tysay why sentence should not be pro-
nounced the prisoner arose, pale but with
lips compressed and desperate determina-
tion stamped upon his features. He began
ina low and deliberate tone, but soon
his mauner became wild and ° violent,
and he pounded upon the table as he
delivered a rambling speech, declaring
himself not guilty as indicted, and that
God would take care of him. Judge Cox
then addressed the prisoner, pointing vut
the cnormity of his offence and pointing
to its results. Ile sentenced the prisoner
to death.

Judge Cox's Address.
The judge addressed the prisoner as fol-
lows : **You have been convicted of a
crime so terrible in its cirenmstances amd
so far-reaching in its results, that it has
drawn upon you the horror of the whole
world and the exeerations of your eountry -
men, The excitoment produced by such
an offence made it no casy task to secure
you a fair and impartial trial, but you
have had the power of the United States
treasury and of the government in your
service to protect your person from vio-
lence and to procure evidence from all
parts of the country. You have
had as fair and Impartial a jury as ever
assembled in a court of justice. Yon
have been defeaded by connsel with a zeal
amd devotion that merits the highest en-
comivm. [ certainly have done my best
to secura a fair presentation of your de-
fence. Notwithstanding all this you have
been found guilty.
‘‘ It would have been a comfort to many
people if the verdict of the jury bad estab-
lished the fact that your act was that of
an irresponsible man, It would have left
the people the satisfying belief that the
erime of politieal assassination was some-
thing entirely foreign to the institutions
and eivilization of our eccuntry, but the
resalt has denied them that comfort. The
country will aceept it as a fact that that
crime cian be committed and the court will |
have to deal with it with the highest pen.
alty known to the eriminal eode to serve
as an example to others.

** Your career has been 50 extraordinary I
that people might well at times have
doubted your sanity. But one canuot but
believe that when the crime was commit.
ted you thoroughly understood the nature
of the erime and its consequences. Your
own testimouy shows that you recoiled
with Lorres from the idea. You say that
you prayed agamnst it, you say that you
thought it might be prevented. This
shows that your conteience warned you
against it, but by the wretched sophistry
of your own mind you worked yourself up
against the protest of your own con. :
science.

“ What motion could bave induced you
Lo this act must be a matter of conjecture,
Probably men will think that some fanati-
eism or a morbid desire for self-exaltation
was the real inspiration for the act

BlG FiIRE IN WASHINGTON.
Destruction of the Jelferson Fublic Nchueol
Bullding.

Wasnixatox, Feb. 4.—At 3:45 o'clock
this mcroing fire was discovered in the
first floor of the large Jefferson public
school building on Virgiria avenue, be-
tween 4§ and 6th street. When an e¢n-
trance was effected by the firemen
the flames had already reached the
ventilating shaft, and in spite of the
greatest exertions by the firo department,
the entire building was soon in tlames and
complete destruction of the building rol-
lowed. The roof was of the mansard pat-
tern, and was characterized by firemen as
aregular lumber yard. The janitor says
there wera no fires in the structure, and
as there had been an entertainment given
in the hail duaring the evening the
disaster is attribued to the carelessness of
some person in leaving lighted matches
or other dangerous articles on the prem-
ises. The Jefferson building was one of
the finest in the city and accommodated
1,600 prpils. It was erccted a few years
ago at a cost of $100,000, but was valued
at #135,000. The insurance is not known
at present.
